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OBITUARY 
CAPTAIN W. KITCHEN 


The death occurred yesterday at his 
home, 11 KRosmeen Park. Dun 
Laoghaire, of Captain William Kitchen, 
who was well known to travellers to 
London by what used to be ‘‘ the long 
sea route.”

GOVERNMENT ? 


BILL is in preparation by which 

A the parish councils will find a 

place in the framework of local 
government administration. 

This was stated by the Rev. J. M. 
Hayes, C.C., founder of Muintir na 
Tire, when he spoke on “Rural 
Ireland's Part” in “Catholic Social 
Reconstruction” at the third session of 
Catholic Social .Week, held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night. 

Father Hayes said that in Ireland the 
rural people were bound to play a great 

rt in social reconstruction. Rural 
Tectand presented an excellent venue for 
the practice of the principles laid down 
by the Pope’s Encyclicals. Class war- 
fare had still found no place there, 
masters and men worked side by side, 
and the workman was not a mere hand 
as in the city factories. From the 
countryside there was a continual flow 
of humanity to the cities, hence ‘weil 
might they call rural Ireland the 
power-house of Catholic social recon- 
struction. They must keep that power- 
house manned. The exodus from tne 
countryside to the towns would one day 
have seri~us repercussions on Catholic 
Ireland. 


EQUALITY 


Until the worker of the land got 
equality in the economics of the nation 
this flight would continue. Organisa- 
tion was essential for the people of 
the land and they must assure that 
organisation would be of the kind that 
would guarantee a Christian social 
order. It must exclude class war, and, 
whilst improving the economic life, 
must put first things first, and find a 
prior place for the spiritual. Both 
aspects must he boldly faced. 

Many people were citizens of Ireland 
but not of their parish. Long before 
an emergency was threatened Muintir 
na Tire had its Parish Guilds and 
Councils. Parish Councils, which were 
springing up all over the land, had 
come to stay; they were finding a place 
in the national framewprk, and they 
could be instruments for social recon- 
struction. 

“We are,” said Father Hayes, 
“ making the Encyclicals live in every 
parish where a Guild exists. We may 
not be a ‘Back to the Land’ move- 
ment, but we are certainly a ‘ Back 
to Christ’ movement for the people 
of the land.”’ 


FOOD PRODUCTION

People 
giving statements privately to the police 
were not prepared to sign the state- 
ments or appear in court. He and the 
police knew of cases like that. It was 
of the utmost importance to the State 
that the people in thts campaign should 
be made aware that they would not 
be let get away with it, and, if it 
meant changing the rules of evidence, 
then the rules would be changed. If 
that did not succeed, and if other and 
stronger measures were necessary, he 
was prepared to urge the Government 
to come to the House and ask for these 
measures, If they were beaten, they 
would let somebody else tackle the 
job of stopping this organisation. The 
Government were fairly well on the 
way to putting it down, and thev were 
not going to be stepped if they were 
to remain the Government. 

The Government were not going to 
tolerate these things a.y longer. he 
powers fc: which they were seeking 
were reasonable powers, which ordinary 
citizens would not refuse to give them. 

Saying that lawyers would crow over 
getting a man out of a case, even 
though they knew he was guilty, Mr.

This was dealing with a _ purely 
internal situation, and the Order was 
intended to deal with a certain type of 
case. It only referred to cases before 
the Military Court, and only cases set 
out in a certain schedule could be 
brought before that Court. Every 
Deputy knew that these crimes were 
organised crimes; they were not 
ordinary cases. Ordinary cases would 
be dealt with by the or liaary Courts. 
The setting up of this Military Court 
had never been challenged. This was 
the first time he had heard any sugges- 
tion that it was not necessary. He was 
sorry to say that the Special Criminal 
Court was not sufficient. The members 
of the Military Court were experienced 
men, though not lawyers, and as a 
result of their conduct up to date they 
had the confidence of the country. The 
members of the Court knew what they 
were dealing with, and he felt sure 
that they would ask the prosecution 
where was their witness, The Order 
was necessary if they were to put down 
organised crime,“in particular organised 
murder.

TRIAL BY JURY 


Trial by jury was highly prized in 
the country, and even thoush they 
opposed its abolition in former cases, 
they had learned a little since, and he 
thought that the former Government 
were justified in doing so.

border-line. There were organisations 
in this country which would have to be 
closely watched from the external point 
of view, in order that the neutrality 
and peace of this country might be 
‘preserved. 

Professor J. M. O’SULLIVAN (F.G.., 
Co. Kerry) said that after twenty years 
of self-government the necessity of 
introducing drastic legislation of this 
nature was not a thing of which they as 
Irishmen and Christians had any right 
to feel proud. It was a terrible indict- 
ment of the Irish people as a whole. 
The methods used by the Government 
seemed to deal with the people who 
committed the crimes rather than with 
the real source of these crimes. Ap- 
parently the heads of the organisation 
were not dealt with—that was difficult 
to understand. He was in full agree- 
ment that some modification of the 
ordinary law was necessary, but in the 
Order there were powers and rights 
that seemed to go even beyond the 
Minister’s case. 

[Mr. de Valera then made the state- 

ment which appears in Page 1.] 
F Dr. T. F. O'HIGGINS (F.G., Leix- 
Offaly) said that at a time when the 
grass had not started to grow on the 
graves of jurymen and witnesses, who 
had been shot down because they had 
done their duty before their God in the 
courts of this country, and when four 
of the bigger hospitals contained 
wounded men because they gave, or in- 
tended to give, evidence in twopence 
halfpenny cases, they had the most 
ruthless and relentless opposition from 
Mr. de Valera and his Ministers to 
powers that were as mild as milk to 
poteen, compared with the present 
measure. Murder and interference with 
the Courts had been referred to, but 
not one definite instance of these had 
been given. He had far more use for 
fair play than for justice as usually un- 
derstood, and his sense of fair play was 
outraged by this Order. Two members 
of his family were in their graves with 
bullet-riddled bgdies as a result of the 
criminal activities of the I.R.A., and it, 
was through no love of that organisa- 
tion that he was going to vote against 
the Order. His objection was not that 
the Order was aimed at the IR.A., 
but because, in a rather discriminating 
way, it was not aimed at that body. 
The proper way to deal with the L.R.A. 
was to put membership of that organi- 
sation on the list of scheduled offences 
to be tried by the Special Courts, 
which had power only to impose the 
sentence of death. This was not an 
Order to get after the illegal organisa- 
tion; it was an Order to deal with a 
small number of individuals whose 
names had recently been in the public 
eye. This was definitely an example of 
the loaded dice in Court of alleged 
justice.
